Patrick remained near Swansea, car- 
ried on the trades of picture framer 
and mattress maker. This Patrick, it 
is said, was rather eccentric, and be- 
cause he was chafflnsly oalled "Paddy 
from Ireland," changed his Christian 
name from Patrick ,to James (which 
helped to cause some of the subse- 
quent . probate trouble), after which 
It appears, his local sobriquet became 
"Jimmy 
the 
Bracga," 
The 
two 


branches of the emigrant Irish family 
thus pursued their widely separated 
courses—one in Glamorganshire, the 
other at St. Louis, U. S. A., and1 in the 
end James Brazil, returning to his na- 
tive place' to end his days, died at a 
cousin's home in Ballylanders, Lim- 
erick. A suit followed about h'is will, 
and a very curious state of things hap- 
pened. A Welsh family, only by a co- 
incidence named Brazil, sat up a case 
as next-of-kin that testator did not 
know and approve the contestants of 
the will. But their alleged relation- 
ship was all a mistake; they were 
Protestants and never had any con- 
nection with Ireland, whereas testator 
was a Catholic..

HONEST MISTAKE. ' 


It was an honest mistake, and the 
result of their litigation was to leave 
the estate to be divided among- who- 
ever were the .next of kin. This is 
how the mistake 
was rectified:

branch of the family went to Ireland. 
He had very few. of the family docu- 
ments. 
But when the result of the 


suit became known this man's brother 
sent him from the United States a 
great box of documents—title deeds 
letters,, etc.—which the old Bdmund 
Brazil had all his life carefully pre- 
served.

SCHUMANN A REVOLUTIONIST. 
That the famous composer Schumann 


was .1 revolutionist has just . been dis- 
covered by Berlin Socialists and the Vor- 
waarts. He wrote, in 1848, revolutionary 
party songs, which have, never yet been 
published. The discovery has been made 
through 
a 
French musidographer, M. 


Charles ilalherbe, keeper of the library 
of the Paris Opera. 
The find has in- 


volved several curious questions, of mu- 
sical- history and musical copyright. It is 
in reality.no new , discovery. Some time 
ago M. Majherbe, at a public sale, bought. 
a bundle of manuscripts. Among them, 
to his great surprise, he found tho score 
in Shumann's handwriting, of some songs 
for four male voices on revolutionary 
"words, evidently suggested by or com- 
posed for the outbreak of 1S4S all over 
Europe. 
The score was, as far as can 


be determined, unknown to the best 'lov- 
ers of Schumann, and, had certainly nev- 
er been, published. 


2sl. Malherbe communicated the manu- 


script to no one for a long time. Event- 
ually a friend of his brought out a. vol- 
ume about Schumann, and' M. Malherhe 
showed him the t-core, which was men- 
tioned in the book. Immediately after- 
wards the librarian of the Opera was ap- 
proached by persons on behalf of Ger- 
man choral 'societies, asking to look" at 
the manuscript.

On the occasion of the last session in 
the building before the court removed to 
City Hall, Judge, later Governor Penny- 
packer, read a hlr'ory of tho old struc- 
ture. For the next three or four years 
part of the Law School of tha University 
of Pennsylvania was accommodated In.

old building. 


'•During the ten years the old structure 


was used by Congress some of the most 
stirring events in the history of the younjr 
country were enacted in Its halls. There 
"Washington took the oath of office for 
the. second time;- there John Adams was 
.inaugurated 
president, and there oc- 


curred the first flst flght that ever dark- 
ened the proceedings of ths hall of tha 
House of Representatives.

over the country, but it is money wisely 
spent.

Louis as the Thompson Deane or the 
Robert 13. Lee or any of tho great 
boats of tho Anchor 
Line, most of 


which were equipped with the calliope, 
began rounding: the south curve of the 
jreat bend which begins near a point 
opposite Jefferson Barracks, 
Once 


started, tho noise always continued -un- 
til the boat was at the wharf, and then 
died in a gasp to assure the furthest 
listener that anchor had be,en cast. 
Distance lends' enchantment to the 


calliope's voice. Heard at night float- 
Ing across a quiet city from a steam- 
boat coming up stream there used to 
be in it a suggestion of beauty which 
we cannot by any force of imagination 
detect in it a circus parade. And why 
should the calliope be with us" still and 
the steamboat gone? 
Or why should 
the calliope have been taken over by 
the circus aa its peculiar property af- 
ter the steamboats were no jnore? 


The ciraus and the steamboat were

UNBROKEN 
SILENCE. 


In the quaint 
old 
workshop, hung 


around with hundreds of once-used mod- 
els, and into which the sun's rays filter

Tho surrounding1 casts—heads, nude fig- 
ures, bodies of grotesque, animals—are the 
stock of tho establishment. 
These are 


not tho best examples of art, for models 
intended to supply private customers and 
for special designs are destroyed when 
the "Job" for which they are created has 
been finished.

This Is the hand carver',s 
triumph, wherein ho shows, how the eye 
and hand* of man cannot be supplanted1 
by any mechanical d6vlce.

And the modeler In clay, the fine-faced 


fellow whose finished conception stands 
in -the hall of the millionaire, what of 
him? . Is he a lost artistic soul in the 
great city? 
By no means. 
Ho has his

hlme and his wife and babes and a good, 
round salary. 
He never Intrudes upon 


the millionaire In the latter's club or in 
the latter's house, and so he never again 
sees the table or shelf or sideboard he 
designed.

by "unreasonable"

straint of trade's "rule of reason." 
It 


had been reported for some days that the 
court- had its decision' with respect to 
the tobacco trust at the time It decided 
the Standard Oil case but deemed It ex- 
pedient not to hand down the two decis- 
ions at once. 
It realized that - it was 


writing into law a policy that would give 
rise to some question and it would be 
wise to air it in a subsequent decision. If 
this be true then the court has- acted 
with rare- judgment, which .will benefit 
the 
country generally. , lawyers will 


gather in large numbers to hear' the de- 
cision.

the War of 1,81.2, was signed. 


This table is now the property of, 


Mrs. A. "W. "Voorhies '.ot. San Fran- 
cisco, into whose hands it .came sev- 
eral years ago, when: Mrs, V6orhies* 
daughter, Kate, niarried a .relative 
of the original owners^ a member' of 
the famous old Southern, family of 
Tayloes. 
It was 
this; . family that 


owned ;the old '"Octagon House".-in 
Washington, D. C., where, following 
the burning of the White House by 
the British, President Madison took 
up his official residence,; and1 it was 
in this house 
that 
the 
Treaty of 


Ghent was islgned by • the President 
upon this 
table.

When 'the 
President's

Brown, but helfl out the olive branch 
to Union Seminary and In .an atmos- 
phere of deep feeling voted -the ap- 
pointment of. a committee on confer- 
ence with the faculty and directors.

Women and Eight Hour s 


Governor Johnson's loss of, a. breakfast at a Los 


Angeles hotel and the dismissal of the women em- 
ploye of the match" factory at Chico are not the only 
hardships resulting from the operation of the eight- 
hour law for women. Of course being deprived of 
his matutinal meal .was hard for the Governor to bear 
:in view of his declared policy, "I must eat," but 
. amends for the morning omission probably were made 
at the noon reflection of that official. 


The principal injury resulting from the new law 


'in this city appears to be in those establishments 
employing- mixed help, that is, persons of both sexes. 
In laundries, for example, the men workers are, in a 
measure, dependent -upon the assistance of the women 
who perform certain branches, .of the labor, and any 
falling off in the output of the latter retards the men 
and not infrequently leaves them without employment. 


At the ropewalk in this city.many women were 


"let out" because of the new law and an attempt is 
being made to substitute young Greeks for them. A 
peculiar feature of this situation is that the men have 
urged the women to instruct the Greeks 
in their 


duties so that the work of the men may not be de- 
layed and the employment of the latter jeopardized. 
The women, however, have stoutly refused to do this. 


In the restaurants a' satisfactory, adjustment ap- 


pears to have been reached by a rule that the eight 
hours of work for the women shall; be confined to 
twelve hours with' one intermission.- This enables- a 
division of the eight hours so as to cover the rush 
business hours of the day. '. 


Women employed by the large firms and corpora- 


tions as stenographers,' typewriters 
and correspond- 


ent clerks, many of whom are so skilled in their con- 
fidential capacities that they command salaries of $150 
a month and even much more in individual cases, are 
giving the law a broad and liberal construction so that 
their-work remains-undisturbed. • 


Should:, the new statute be found to be unsatis- 


factory in its general operation-an attempt to remedy- 
its defects will be made by those most interested at 
the extra session of the -Legislature next fall.

Persons who desire to discourage the commercial aspirations of 


this city are in the habit of saying that Oakland's relation to San 
Francisco is analagous to the relation Brooklyn bears to New York 
City or Manhattan Borough. Such persons ignore the fact : that 
B'rooklyn is on'an island, while Oakland is on the mainland, and that 
Oakland's deep-water frontage -gives the hinterland the.nearest and 
?heapest approach to the sea.

But even with this difference in Oakland's favor, Brooklyn can- 


not be taken as a discouraging example. Instead, it is most encour- 
aging. In the last fifty years Brooklyn has grown'faster than New

Therefore, pointing at Brooklyn and. New York should not dis- 


courage Oakland. Neither should it be an unfavorable omen for 
San Francisco, for,the growth of Brooklyn has helped, not hurt,-the 
older city. The rapid increase of population on the Long Island 
side of East River has induced the building of sways which give 
Brooklyn unbroken rail connection with the mainland. It is no 
l.cnger necessary to tranship freight by ferry-boats and barges,'for 
cars are loaded and unloaded in Brooklyn and run in and out 
of the city without interruption. Brooklyn is a vast hive of shops 
and factories, and her water-front is now being developed to afford 
berth room for the largest ships. Many of the great ocean liners 
do not: dock in New York, but go to 'berths in Hoboken across the 
Hudson river. 


It is not necessary to build bridges and subways to bring ship 


and car together in Oakland. Here are factory sites by deep water 
and free approaches for railroads.. Belt railway lines touch every 
point on the water-front. All the facilities are here' for manufactur- 
ing and shipping by sea or land. The law of convenience and 
economy is in our favor. ,We have many advantages over'both New 
York and Brooklyn. 


If we compare the growth of this city with the growth of Brook- 


lyn or San Francisco, the comparison is all in our favor. In 1880 
Oakland contained 34,000 inhabitants. Today she has more than 
150,000. She is showing the same growth that Brooklyn has shown. 
If she grows in the next fifty years as fast as she grew during 'fchd 
la,st forty her population will exceed a million, 


Keep your eye on Oakland.

to heart the lesson it conveys. Oakland is the coming city of the 
Pacific Coast.

Another Oufrage On Sacramento. 


Our testy contemporary, the Sacramento Bee, has discovered 


(or thinks it has) a gross dereliction of duty on the part-of the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Court o'f California. It says the Justices are 
breaking the law, "have broken it from the beginning and -they keep 
on breaking it." The law the Justices are accused of 'breakiri'g"is 
Section 852 of the Political 'Code, which rea'ds as follows:; 
..

- "The following officers must reside at and keep their offices in 


city of Sacramento: The Governor (and other State officers enumer- 
ated), Justices of the Supreme Court, Clerk of the Supreme Court, 
Reporters of the Supreme Court." 


"But this law, although so positive, is absolutely ignored or 


disregarded," says the Bee. "Neither any member of the court nor 
any of its officers lives in the State capital." 


• 
- ' A grave offense, truly. How the public interests do suffer be- 


cause the Justices of the Supreme Court do not actually reside in 
Sacramento! It is rank treason, flat burglary^—no less. Shall such 
an infringement of the liberties of the people be tolerated? No, no; 
a'thousand times no. No doubt every rhosquistd.; in 'Sacramento 
county will agree with the Bee that a horrid infamy is being prac- 
ticed on a confiding people because the honorable Justices basely 
persist in residing in other parts than Sacramento. The law is not 
safe in the hands of men who refuse to dwell in Sacramento. Only 
evil intent can prompt such callous conduct. Every member of the 
court should be impeached at once and all decisions rendered by 
them null and void. Residing in Sacramento is the true judicial 
honor and fitness, learning and capacity. The jurisprudence of Cali- 
fornia is being stricken in its immortal part every day that the Jus- 
tices dwell elsewhere. 


.•,. But did the Bee ever reflect that the statute is a foolish and 
futile infringement of personal liberty", and is unconstitutional be- 
cause senseless, and without .bearing on the duties the Justices, are 
elected to perform? There is no reason why the Justices-should re- 
side in Sacramento. Only Sacramento tradesmen want them to re- 
side there. Nobody else cares where they reside^ and it is really 
nobody's business but their own where they fix their places of resi- 
dence. The only requirement of common sense (which is the basis 
of all law) is that the Justices should be present at appointed times 
arid places to perform the functions of their, office. The bulk of the 
Supreme Court's business is transacted in San Francisco, which has 
been designated by law as a place for holding sessions of the Su- 
preme Court. Los Angeles has also been designated as a place for 
holding sessions of the Supreme Court. Sessions are held at Sacra- 
mento, which as the capital of the State, is designated'as the prin- 
cipal seat of the Supreme Court. 


Now what reason on earth is there for compelling Justices of 


the Supreme Court to reside in Sacramento regardless of their 
tastes, persona!-convention, health and financial condition? In this 
respect the statute is unreasonable, unjust, and we believe unconsti- 
tutional. It serves no good purpose, and it does infringe personal 
liberty. It is a dead letter because it is foolish and unjust. 


But if the Bee thinks the Justices are criminally derelict; it 


should present them for impeachment at the next session of the" 
Legislature. If the recall amendment, should be adopted at the Oc- 
tober election, it may urge non-resideri.ce in Sacramento as a ground 
ior recalling- the entire bench—that is, if it really'thinks the" ridieu-

sphere of serious aesthetics whers 
alone the salvation of art is to be at- 
tained." 


Mr. Baldry declares with trenchant 
emphasis that this worship of the 
hideous Is not a wit more reasonable 
than the love for meaningless and 
trivial prettlness to which It is sup- 
posed to. be the antidote. Brave words 
are these, truly; and do they not ex- 
preos, :not merely the opinion of a 
single art critic, but of a largre'pro- 
portion of the serious students of art 
the world over?

-AIRSICKNESS—THE 
LATEST 


The.: undlmlnishlng frequency of', avia- 


tion fatalities .has led European scientists 
to investigate the effect upon the human 
body and mind- of rapid ascents to great 
altitudes and even more rapid descents 
to .earth. 
At a recent session of the 


FrencH Academy of Sciences two physi- 
cians. Drs. Cruchet and MouIInsr, 
re- 


ported the results of their observations, 
from which they had concluded that air- 
sickness Is undoubtedly one of the causjis 
of the catastrophes'of-the air. 


.Some of the .symptoms.:.of airsickness 


closely resemble those of ,-the mountain 
slcTinesB, lone familiar to the climbers 
of.: high; ranges arid peaks, but, owing to 
the differences of locomotion and ' exer- 
tion, they manifest themselves different- 
ly. In mountain climbing the greatest 


demand upon the 
physique is in the 


laborious 
ascent, whereas the aviator 


rides easily "and, with enough leisure to 
paas gradually through successively de- 
creasing- atmospheric pressures. It is la 
the suddenness of his return to earth, 
the swiftness of a descent that within 
five or ten minutes 'carries him down 
from a point it has taken him half an 
hour to reach, that his danger lies. Th« 
headlong plunge Into heavier pressure* 
Is a dangerous ventuVe. 


The first symptom of airsickness, ac~ 
cording to the physicians already quoted 
la & sudden rush of blood to the head, 
which sets the brain -working with-fever- 
ish activity. This is succeeded . almost 
immediately 
by unconquerable drowal-*

Attorney - General Says 


Limit for Women Is 


8'Hours Daily 


BAN FRANCISCO, May 27.—Th» 


veil' of ambiguity 
surrounding- 
the 


eight-hour law for women was swept 
away today by Attorney General TI. 
S. Webb. In an interpretation of the 
act, which went Into effect the early 
part of the week, the attorney general 
pointed out that the forty-elg-ht hours 
of the week to which -the labor of 
women is. limited, may be arranged 
In any manner desired, except that- 
more than elg-ht .hours on any one 
day Is prohibited. 


Webb stated that so far none of the 
county officials ' of the 
state 
had 
called upon him for an opinion in re- 
gard .to any of the provisions of the 
act. 


. MA3EEK9' IXTENT. 


He was willing;, however, to give 


-an Interpretation 
to 
any 
of .the 
clauses of the law called to his at- 
.tentlon.. He .was present at the dis- 
cussion in . the.' legislature when .the 
eight-hour bill was up and conse- 
quently knows what the lawmakers 
intended. 


"The clause- 'no woman shall be 
employed more than eight hours dur- 
ing- any one day,' " said .the attorney- 
sreneral, 'prevents laboring- six hours 
one day, ten hours the next, and ao 
on, even thoug-h the total would be 
only forty-eight 
hours during 
the 
week. During no one day of twenty- 
four hours must the employe work 
more, than eight, hours." 
In regard to the classes of labor 
affected, .the attorney general said: 
•"Besides the exceptions specifically 
made-r-that of employes engaged fti 
the 
harvesting, curing, canning or. 
drying of • any variety of perlshab'ie
